Madbio, June 7.— Captain Genera^ 
MartioM de Cuinpos liiis sent a cable 
metUge to the Sp.inish goverumeut 
aunouncin!< that several insnrKeiit 
leaders are expected to effect a landiu>{ 
iu Cuba shortly, and he adds that 
owlug to fresh dlstnrbanoes on the IhI- 
land, poasibly the recent invasion of the 
province of Santa Clara by the' Cuba i 
insin'Keiits, he usks fur a reiufOTOemeot 
of SIX battaliou.s of infantry. 

The government seems to take a' less 
saugoiue view of the situation of affairs 
than does the captain general of that 
island, for the cabinet after thoroughly 
d;st'nst;ing the sitnatiou from all its 
Ktaudpoints, has riecidtKl to send -10 ad 
ditioual battalions of iufantrjr to Cuba 
without delay. 

It is expected that in addition to the 
10 battalions of infantry Mioitter freu' 
f'.-al will be sent to assMC Captain Gen 
ri-id iMurtiuez de Campos supuressing 
tiie insurrection in the island oi Cnba. 

The loAU for the Cabau expedition 
-will be 15.000,000 of pedetas.

Tliose 
who secmuil life preservers got them lu 
the water, and those iu the boat picked 
up by the Son Joan clambered ^iuto her 
as sna Moated toward thein strnggliii;; 
in the sea.
